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The applicants' election with Traverse of Group III is respectfully acknowledged.

This application contains claims for Group III (claims 47-57 and 90) directed to 
the following patentably distinct species: pigments and thixotropic additives. The 
species are independent or distinct because of their mutually exclusive characteristics.

Applicants are respectfully requested to elect the specific thixotropic additive of 
claim 55 or the specific mixture of thixotropic additives of claim 55.
